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To  the  Chairm?Ji  and  Members  of  the  CHICHESTER  RUR.'\L  DISTRICT  COUNCIL: - 
Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  third  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Chichester  Rural  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public  HocLth 
Department  during  the  year  1941,  The  Report  is  the  ninth  in  the  series. 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health  as  detailed  in 
Circular  2604  of  the  24th  Moxch  1942,  -ttio  present  Report  is  much  curtailed  and 
many  of  the  particulars  usually  found  in  such  Reports  arc  not  given.  Further 
for  security  reasons  all  reference  to  local  populations  and  activities  in 
connection  with  wartime  industrial,  military  or  other  important  developments 
such  as  extension  of  v^atcr  supply  or  sewerage  works  or  other  public  utility 
undertakings  are  omitted,  Far  conditions  have  continued  to  make  increasing 
calls  on  the  comraunity  and  these  have  been  reflected  in  the  v»rk  of  the 
Department  during  the  year.  In  spite,  h^owevor,  of  those  conditions,  no 
deterioration  in  the  general  health  of  the  community  is  apparent.  Civil  Defence 
duties  of  various  kinds  still  occupy  a considerable  pait  of  the  Sojiitary 
Inspectors’  timo,  although  the  appointment  of  a part-time  Staff  Officer  for 
the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Service  hc.s  roliovod  one  of  the  Inspectors,  Mr  T'^ylor, 
of  much  of  the  routine  work  in  connection  with  the  Casualty ■ Service,  The 
routine  work  of  the  Department  has  been  moint.ained  as  far  as  possible.  It  is, 
however,  to  bo  regretted,  that  the  nuxiber  '.f  house  inspections  carried  out  by 
the  Inspectors  has  been  so  small,  especially  in  view  of  the  increased  prevalenqe 
of  scabies  and  other  verminous  conditions.  ' 

The  birth  rate  in  1941  was  17,28  per  1,000  population,  as  compared  li 
with  14.00  in  1940  and  a na.tional  rate  of  14,2  in  1941,  i 

The  death  rate  x'jas  13#31  as  compared  with  10,86.  in  1940  and  a j 

national  rate  of  12,90  in  1941,  i 

The  epidemic  of  measles  which  started  in  June  1940  di d not  subside 
until  June,  1941.  In  all,  625  notifications  were  received  and  an  additional 
250  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  by  the. Head  teachers  of  the 
various  schools  in  the  district. 

The  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign  has  been  continued  throughout  the 
year,  it  being  estimated  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  33^  of  children  under  five 
years.  o,nd  57^  of  children  -aged  five  to  fifteen  years  had  received  a course  of 
protective  inoculations,. 

The  most  disquieting  feature  is  the  great  increase  in  the  notifications 
of,  and  deaths  from,  tuberculosis.  The  notificatiens  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis^ 
have  increased  from  38  in  1940  to  54  in  1941,  whilst  the  deaths  wore  20  as  ■ ..  ^ 

compared  with  10  in  1940.  The  figures  for  the  non-pulmonaiy  varieties  of  the 
disease  are  even  more  disturbing.  Notifications  increased  from  9 in  1940  to 
17  in  1941,  vjhilst  the  deaths  amounted  to  7 as  compared  with  2 in  1940.  As 
probably  one  half  of  the  cases  of  non-puLmonaiy  tuberculosis  are  caused  by  the 
drinking  of  infected,  raw  milk,  there  is  cause  to  wonder  how  far  the  increased 
incidence  of  this  fom  of  the  disease  is  due  to  the  increased  consumption  of  raw 
railk  in  Schools. 

The  Minister  of  Health,  in  his  Summary  Report  for  1939-1941  remarks 
that  it  would  be  well  if  the  public  in  general  would  appreciate  more  fully  the 
innortance  of  the  share  they  could  take  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis  by 
observing  such  simple  precautions  as  drinking  only  pasteurized  milk  (or  boiled 
milk  if  pasteurized  milk  is  not  obtadnablo).  So  far  as  I am  aware,  most  of  the 
milk  supplied  in  schools  in  this  area  is  not  pasteurized  or  boiled  before  issue 
to  the  children.

S;JTITAHY  CIRGUI.ISTAICES  OF  IHE  M'EA, 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  is  chlorinated,  ahd  the  supply  has  been  generally 
satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity.  Saiinles  of  water, 
both  ravj  and  treated,  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
frequent  intervals,  a total  of  34  samples  being  taken  during  the  year. 

Of  these,  29  which  were  taken  from  the  watervjorks  were  highly  satisfactoiy , 
whilst  2 showed  a sli^t  degree  of  pollution.  In  addition,  3 check 
samples  have  been  taken  from  the  distribution  mains,  all  of  which  have 
been  satisfactory. 

Water  Sampling. 

During  the  year,  54  reports  have  been  received  on  water  samples  tclcen 
from  the  mains  of  the  Chichester  City  and  Bognor  Regis  V/ater  Undertakings. 
Apart  from  one  somewhat  doubtful  sanple  from  the  Bognor  Regis  me.ins,  these 
have  been  entirely  satisfactory. 

Four  samples  were  talcon  from  the  Selsey  main  vjater  supply,  and  all 
proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

The  high  standard  of  purity  of  the  water  in  the  public  wells  at 
Singleton  cjid  Charlton  has  been  maintained,  and  there  has  been 
■ considorable  improvement  in  samples  taken  from  the  Hermitage  well*  During 
the  year,  22  samples  were  taken  from  these  wells,  all  of  them  being 
satisfactory. 

Samples  have  also  been  taken  from  10  private  estate  wells  and 
distribution  mains.  In  some  instances,  the  reports  have  shewn 
considorable  variation  in  the  purity  of  water  supplied.  In  one  instance, 
the  installation  of  a chlorination  plant  has  been  advised,  but  up  to  the 
present  this  has  not  been  done. 

In  all,  41  samples  from  private  estate  undertakings  vjere  taken  during 
the  year, and  of  these  24  were  satisfactory,  12  suspicious  and  5 
unsatisfactory.  . 

VJith  a view  to  making  a complote  survey  of  the  water  supplies  of  the 
district,  on  increasing  number  of  samples  has  been  taken  from  individual 
private  wells.  During  the  year  under  review,  these  samples  were  taken  i 
mainly  in  the  parishes  of  Funtington  and  C limping.  In  all,  233  samples  j 
, f rom  private  wells  have  been  submitted  for  examination,  and  of  these  only  ^ 
83  were  satisfactory.  ‘

Milk  Sampling* - 

During  the  year,  93  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  at  the  County  Laboratory,  The  mejority  of  these  samples 
were  submitted  to  both  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Coliform  test  as  prescribed 
for  Designated  Milk,  Of  the  samples  subjtiitted  47  wore  found  to  be  equal 
to  the  standard  required  for  Accredited  Milk. 


Seven  samples  of  millc  were  submitted  for  biological  test  for 
tuberculosis,  and  one  xvas  reported  as  positive,  examination  of  the 

herd  providing  the  positive  s.ample  was  arranged  by  the  County  Director  of 
Agriculture,  and  a cow  sufferinej  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  udder  was  found 
and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938., 

The  cow  in  question  was,  at  the  time  of  slaAighter,  in  good 
condition  and,  but  for  the  biological  test,  infected  tubercular  milk  from 
it  would  no  doubt  have  been  supplied  to  the  public  for  some  time  before 
the  disease  was  discovered.  The  case  shows  clearly  tho  need  for  the 
subialssion  of.  more  milk  samples  for  biological  test.

IvE.CTS  ;-ND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  continued  their  use  of  the  Slaughter  House  at 
Westbournc  during  the  early. part  of  the  year,  but  in  Mirrch  transferred  to 
premises  at  Aldsworth  vjhich  were  originally  constructed'  as  a small  privately 
owned  abbi^ttoir.  The  premises  were  well  suited  for  tht  purpose  and  sire 
situated -well ’outsi de  the  built  up  area  of  the  vUlage.' 

The  transfer  to  new’ premises  enabled  a • consi dcrable  increase  to  be  made 
in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  thuh  increasing  the  already ’heavy 
burden  of  meat  inspections.  Attempts  vjere  made ■ vji thout  success  to  secure 
some  relief  from  the  neighbouring  city  to  which  most  of  the  carcases  were 
'despatched.  Finally  ' it  was  agreed  to  continue  the  "Detection  Officer" 
system  which  is  in  operation  in  the  City  referred  to  above.  Under  this 
system  the  Slaughter  house  foreman  is,  authorised  to  pass  from  the 
Slaughterhouse,  without  infection  by  the  Meat  Inspector,  all  carcases 
which  ho  considered  to  be  fit  for  human  consumption  end  to  detain  for  tho 
meat  inspector  only  those  about  vjhich  he  is  doubtful.  The  arrangement, 
which  allows  for  a considerable  proportion  of  the  carcases  to  be  sold  for 
human  consumption  without  insp; oct ion  by  a qualified  Meat  Inspector  was  only 
agreed  to  after  all  attempts  to  provide  complete  inspection  had  failed.
